Guests may arrive as early as 4:45 am Saturday morning.

The
brow will be secured at 6:30 am. as the ship prepares to
get underway. Liberty expires at 5:00 am. for crew
without guests. The ship is expected to return to Pier
Deta at approximately 3:00 p.m.

Base Access and Parking

Driving directions are available on the Internet at http://
www.nbk.navy.mil/html/driving_directions.html. There
will be abase access list at the Charleston Avenue Gate.
Guests will need to provide aphoto ID at the gate. Those
not on the accesslist or not possessing a proper DOD
decal will not be granted access. Parking will be available
in the FISC parking lot located across the street from the
carrier pier (Pier Delta). Please refer to the parking map.

Guest restrictions

Children under the age of eight years old will not be able
to participatein this event. All guests should be ambula-
tory.

This lane curves
right (onto Farragut Avenue) towards
Charleston Gate.

Carl Vinson Public Affairs

On March 15, 1980, Carl Vinson
attended the dedication of America's
newest nuclear-powered aircraft carrier,
USS Carl Vinson (CVN 70), becoming
the first man in history to witnessthe
launching of a ship bearing his name.

At age 30, Carl Vinson was sworn in as
the youngest member of the 639 Con-
gress. Nicknamed “The Admira” by
military personnel, he spent the majority
of histime in Congress as Chairman of
the House Committee on Naval Affairs,
which was later combined with the
Military Affairs Committee to becomethe
House Armed Services Committee.

In 1931, when he was elected chairman
of the committee, Carl Vinson said to his
members: “| take this opportunity to say |
favor aNavy for our country second-to-

none in power. | do not advocate a Navy
to rule the waves, but | do believe our
country has atremendous responsibility in
helping to preserve the freedom of the
seas for a peaceful commerce. Our Navy
is, and must remain, our first line of
national defense.”

In 1933, Franklin D. Roosevelt was
serving his first term in office. Concerned
with national and economic security he
frequently sought Vinson's advice. That
same year, the Navy was allotted the
largest single ship building expenditure in
American history $237 million for
warship construction. VVinson was not
satisfied, however, and continued to press
for more funding to replace outdated
naval vessels. He proposed a bill for
additional funds, which passed the House
in 1934.

The Trammel Bill, a parallel piece of

legislation, passed in the upper chamber
on March 6. Opponentsto the bill argued
the ship building as premature, but just
seven years after the Vinson-Trammel
Act went into legidation to create new
warships, the United States entered
World War 1l with awartime industrial
mobilization unmatched in world
history.

The congressman, known as “Uncle
Carl” by his Georgian electors, was born
in Baldwin County, Georgiain 1883. He
attended Mercer University Law School
in 1900, and was sworn into Congressin
1914. After serving more than 50 years
asthe State' s representative, heretired to
Milledgeville, where he died June 1,
1981 at age 97.

“America s favorite carrier,” USS Carl
Vinson, was commissioned nine months
later, March 13, 1982.

Elevators will run to the flight deck
throughout the day. Specific timesareto
be determined the day of the event.

There will be numerous Navy-themed
exhibitions to view over the course of the
day. A security drill with atakedown
demonstration will be conducted at 8:30.
Sound-powered telephone and firefighting
equipment demonstrations will take place
throughout the day.

Country music radio station 99.3,
KAYO, will broadcast from the hangar
bay and country music artist Jonathon
Harris will perform live throughout the
day.

Jousting, sumo wrestling and tricycle
races are among the activities featured in
the hangar bay during the festivities.
Playstation and Xbox games are also
available in the hangar bay. Clowns and
characters like “McGruff” will entertain
kids throughout the event.
